Dear Fellow Citizens of Northfield: 


1981 was avery busy year for Northfield. Our share of the sewer project is 
near completion, with the extension down Sargent Street. 

Northfield’s Old Home Day was again a great success due to the efforts of 
many hard working citizens from both Northfield and Tilton. We hope this 
will continue to be an annual event. 

A Sewer District was organized and officers elected. The District is cur- 
rently in the process of preparing a Sewer Ordinance and a fee schedule. 

A Dump Committee was appointed to look into a joint sanitary landfill 
with the Town of Tilton and is investigating possible sites. 

The Planning Board is working on a Master Plan to use in guiding the 
growth of Northfield in the future. A survey is currently being circulated to 
help in preparing the Master Plan. The results of this survey will probably be 
made known at the 1982 Town Meeting. The Master Plan will be presented at 
various times during 1982. 

Delinquent property taxes still add to the financial burden of the Town. 
As of December 31, 1981, there is $592,514.03 outstanding. The Legislature 
has addressed this problem by increasing the interest rate to 12% before Tax 
Sale and 18% after Tax Sale. This should help in the collection of these 
taxes. 

The Board is happy to report that although $$33,109.72 was expended for 
interest on Tax Anticipation loans, we received $37,375.72 as income from 
the investment of funds. In addition we received $14,919.98 from the invest- 
ment of Revenue Sharing funds. 

The Board would like to thank all of the citizens who participated on the 
various boards and committees and the employees of the Town for their hard 
work and dedication to the Town.

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WARRANT FOR THE TWO HUNDRED AND SECOND 
ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Northfield, in the County of Merrimack in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Northfield Town Hall the ninth day 
of march next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers and School District officers for 
the ensuing year. And on the thirteenth day of March next at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawals from 
Revenue Sharing Funds, established under the provision of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972, for use as set-offs against budgeted appropria- 
tions for the following priority purposes, and in the amount indicated, or 
take any action thereon: 


1. Copier—Town Hall 2,495.00 
2. Library Card Catalog 300.00 
3. Library Painting (Interior) 1,700.00 
4. Door Openers (Two) 1,400.00 
5. Portable Radio—Highway 460.00 
6. Police Radio—Cruiser 1,670.00 
7. Police Cruiser 9,079.00 
8. File Cabinets (Two)—Town Office 1,600.00 
9. To Reduce Operating Expenses—Highway 32,500.00 
10. To Reduce Operating Expenses—Police 32,500.00 


Total 83,704.00 


3. To see if the Town will allow the Selectmen to dispose of the G. H. 
Tilton & Sons Dam. (Acme Machine Dam). 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Highway Department to provide 
winter maintenance to the right-of-way off Shaker Road located between 
Bay Hill Extension and Fiske Road, abutting the properties of Jenness, 
Moyers, Summers and Moshers. (By Petition) 


5..To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept, 
receive and expend any Federal funds that may become available to the 
Town within the fiscal year 1982. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen to regulate Class 
VI roads. 


So as to require anyone involved in commercial use of Class VI roads to 
respect the rights-of-way of other property owners situated on the same 
roads; and in so doing conduct their operations in such a manner as not to 
obstruct the accessibility of other landowners in the continued use of the 
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same roads by whatever means they were accustomed to prior to any such 
commercial operation. 

That any equipment in excess of 10,000 lbs. G.V.W. be excluded alto- 
gether from such roads during spring conditions known as mud season 
unless engaged in farming or otherwise providing a necessary service to any 
resident located on such a road. And that all such roads be properly posted. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to create a study committee to examine 
the feasibility of a combined Tilton-Northfield Police Department. This 
committee is to consist of one selectman member (as chosen by the Board of 
Selectmen), one budget committee member (as chosen by the budget com- 
mittee), one other Northfield citizen (as chosen by the Town moderator and 
the Northfield Police Chief. This committee will submit a written report to 
the Town to be published in the Northfield Annual Report for 1982. (By 
petition) 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) to be placed in the Recreation Council Building 
Fund. The Fund is to be used for the eventual construction of a community 
building. A similar article appears in the Tilton Warrant. (By request) 


9. To see if the Town will adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-f for the 
adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax. These statutes provide for 
the following exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers: 
for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $10,000; for a person 75 years of 
age up to 80 years, $15,000; for a person 80 years of age or older, $20,000. 
To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 
5 years; own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is 
owned by his spouse, they must have been married for at least 5 years. In 
addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of less than $10,000 or if 
married, a combined net income of less than $12,000, and own net assets of 
$30,000 or less, excluding the value of the person’s residence. (By petition) 


10. To see if the Town will vote to accept and maintain the right of way 
now called Lakeview Lane (about 500 feet) extension from Blueberry Lane, 
in development of Blueberry Hill Acres. (By petition) 

11. To see if the Town will authorize the Highway Department to provide 
winter maintenance to Payson Road off Shaker Road (Canterbury) and 
Shaker Road (Northfield), abutting the properties of Livingston and Albert. 
(By petition) 

12. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget submitted by the 
Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

13. Motion to reduce proposed 1982 Northfield budget as presented at 
public hearing by 3% of total budget, so that expenditures will equal ex- 
pected revenues. (By petition) 

14. To see if the Town will vote to deed to the Town of Tilton a piece of 
land in the Winnipesaukee River known as the Island. This land is accessible 
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by a bridge from the Tilton side. For one dollar and other considerations. 
(By petition) 

15. Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to discount 
by 2% any amount in taxes due when said taxes are paid within 30 days of the 
date of billing. 

16. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 

17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to administer or 
dispose of any real estate, that may be acquired through the Tax Collector’s 
deeds. 

18. To transact any business that may legally come before said meeting. 

The polls shall be closed not earlier than six of the clock in the evening.

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and ac- 
count groups of the Town of Northfield for the year ended December 31, 
1980 and have issued our report thereon dated April 16, 1981. As part of our 
examination, we reviewed and tested the Town’s system of internal accoun- 
ting control to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system as 
required by generally accepted auditing standards. Under these standards, 
the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in 
determining the nature, timing and extent of other such auditing procedures 
that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 
Such study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we believe 
to be material weaknesses. 


Selectmen’s Journals 


At the present time entries are made in the Selectmen’s cash journals by 
the Town Treasurer. These journals should be maintained in the Selectmen’s 
office under their direction and employed among other reasons as a control 
Over revenues and disbursements for budgetary purposes and as a compari- 
son with the Treasurer’s cash journals. The Selectmen’s secretary does main- 
tain ledger cards on expenditures but no record of receipts, nor a control on 
total expenditures. These journals would furnish the control necessary. We 
recommend that the maintaining of these journals be reassigned to the 
Selectmen’s office. 


Yield Taxes 

The current method employed by the Selectmen regarding the commit- 
ment of yield taxes is to commit the net amount of tax due, that is the full 
amount of tax less any yield tax deposits applicable to the taxpayer. The cor- 
rect method is to commit the taxes in total and issue a check to the Tax Col- 
lector for any yield tax deposits applicable. We recommend that this be done 
in the future. 

Currently yield tax deposits are deposited into the general fund checking 
account. No record of these deposits are kept which are consistent and iden- 
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tifiable. We recommend that a savings account be used exclusively for yield 
tax deposits. The passbook would furnish the necessary control over receipts 
and expenditures and provide an up to date and accurate record of all yield 
tax deposits. 


Supplies Inventory 


The town does not maintain a perpetual inventory record for materials 
and supplies. It is recommended that a system of perpetual inventory be set 
up and that periodic physical inventories be made and compared with the 
records. Such records would be a value for future ordering and to establish 
proof for insurance purposes in the event of loss by fire or theft. 


Other 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, but 
not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, and reliability of financial records for pre- 
paring financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The 
concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of 
internal accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived and also 
recognizes that the evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates 
and judgement by management. 

There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the 
potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the 
performance of most control procedures, errors can result from mis- 
understanding of instructions, mistakes of judgement, carelessness or other 
personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends upon 
segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control 
procedures can be circumvented intentionally by management with respect 
to the estimates and judgements required in the preparation of financial 
statements. Further, projection of any evaluation of internal accounting 
control to future periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may 
become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the degree of 
compliance with the procedure may deteriorate. 

Our study and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting 
control for the year ended December 31, 1980 which was set forth in the first 
paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system. 

Several other areas while not material weaknesses in internal accounting 
control, merit your attention. 

1. Inventory of Fixed Assets 

As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the 
Town has not maintained a record of its fixed assets. In order to ade- 
quately maintain control of its existing fixed assets we recommend 
the Town conduct an inventory of these assets as soon as practical. 
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As part of their long-term policies, Town officials should initiate 
fixed asset records. Cost or consideration given is the generally ac- 
cepted method for valuing fixed assets, and should be recorded on all 
new acquisitions. Where adequate documentation of cost is unavail- 
able for existing fixed assets, an estimate of original cost is an accep- 
table standard under accounting principles for governmental en- 
tities. The existence of fixed asset records will not only aid Town of- 
ficials in their control of these assets, but should be an invaluable 
tool in long-range planning. 
2. Trustees of Trust Funds 


The savings bank books of the Trustees of Trust Funds are kept at 
the home of one of the Trustees. It is recommended that they be kept 
in a safety deposit box or stored in the fireproof safe in the Town of- 
fice. 


Publication Requirement 

The provisions of R.S.A. 71-A:21 require that only this letter be published 
in the next annual report. However, we suggest that you consider the 
publication of the entire report which includes auditor’s opinion, financial 
statements, and notes to financial statements. No portion of either the 
auditor’s opinion, financial statements or notes to financial statements may 
be published separately. 

It should be noted that a letter of this type is critical in nature and that we 
do not intend to imply that our review failed to disclose commendable 
features in the present accounting and operating procedures of the Town of 
Northfield. 

We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town of 
Northfield for their assistance during the course of our audit.

The Library continued to serve the communities of Tilton and Northfield 
as public library, open 11 to 8 daily, Monday through Friday on the regular 
schedule plus Saturdays 11-2 throughout the year. Summer hours continue 
to be 11-2 and 6-8 on Monday through Friday, 11-2 on Saturdays. The public 
has shown appreciation for these expanded hours with increased circulation 
of library books, magazines and records. Trustees Al Gengras, Sally 
Lawrence, Treasurer Warren Hill, Chairman David Schofield and Secretary 
Edna Southwick meet monthly at the library with Librarian Doris B. Ullrick.

During 1981 the Board of Directors of the Tilton-Northfield District 
Nurse Association have continued to endeavor to find additional services to 
offer to the residents of our communities. Cutbacks in funds available to our 
resident patients have affected our home health care agency as they have so 
many other service agencies. 

The trend is definitely to provide more home care—in more ways—to 
more people— more of the time.

Future plans include the availability of more clinics for our residents. 
Clinics are town-supported and no fee is charged. Clinics will be well 
publicized within our two communities. Everyone is welcome to attend. 

One of the largest ‘‘projects’’ of the year is during the holiday season. 
Every known resident who is in a nursing home is remembered with a gift 
and a personal visit. Children are often clothed and toys distributed to some 
of them. Food baskets are coordinated with a large number of local 
organizations through this office. Other requests for assistance are granted 
when possible.

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YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


1981 was a year of change and progress for the Youth Assistance Program. 
We have been incorporated as a “‘separate entity’’ from the three towns. Asa 
non-profit corporation, we were granted tax-exempt status by the Internal 
Revenue Service. This permits YAP to seek tax-deductible contributions 
from interested corporations, private foundations, and individuals. We 
hope that such fundraising activities will serve to supplement the financial 
support provided by the towns. The decision to ‘‘separate’’ from the towns 
was deemed essential in order to minimize the financial burden on the local 
taxpayers while continuing to provide a variety of important services to the 
youth of the area. 


Throughout 1981, the Youth Assistance Program handled 233 juvenile 
cases. Approximately thirty-eight percent of these youngsters were residents 
of Northfield. Included in the total figure were 40 court diversion cases, 
where juveniles were referred by the police departments for criminal of- 
fenses. Thirty-five of these individuals were brought before the Juvenile 
Review Board to be held accountable for their behavior. It should be noted 
that, since 1979, the number of police referrals has decreased dramatically 
(92 in 1979; 68 in 1980; 40 in 1981). This suggests a substantial drop in 
juvenile crime in the tri-town area, which has been YAP’s primary goal since 
it was established in 1975. 


The number of youngsters coming into the Youth Assistance Program on 
their own (self-referrals) has nearly doubled in the last two years. There were 
119 such cases in 1981. We are confident that this increase indicates a greater 
awareness among area youth that YAP exists for them. It gives them a place 
to talk or to learn how to better cope during their often difficult and con- 
fusing developmental years. When this segment of the program—preven- 
tion—is properly utilized, it enables youngsters to deal with problems in an 
appropriate manner, rather than resorting to anti-social behavior. 


During 1981, activities sponsored by the Youth Assistance Program in- 
cluded: the Teen-Awareness lecture series (involving 32 kids); two Baby- 
sitting/ Childcare courses (involving 20 kids); the ‘‘Anything Group’’ (a 
weekly discussion group for adolescent girls); Companion Program (match- 
ing adolescents with pre-adolescents for summer activities); two ‘‘For 
Parents Only’? programs; Summer Youth Employment Program; and 
arrangements were made for nine youngsters to attend summer camp. Other 
services offered by YAP on a continuing basis include drop-in counseling, 
short-term counseling, as well as an information and referral service with 
other youth-oriented agencies. We have also had considerable success with 
students from New Hampshire Technical Institute and New Hampshire Col- 
lege in completing field placements/practicums with YAP. 
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The Youth Assistance Program was initially developed to provide an 
alternative to the over-burdened, and often ineffective, juvenile justice 
system. While that function continues to play an important role in our pro- 
gram, diversion only deals with youngsters ‘‘after the fact’’—subsequent to 
an offense. Therefore, YAP has expanded its services to the towns. We are 
committed to working with children and their families in an attempt to main- 
tain a low rate of juvenile delinquency. The most effective means of ensuring 
that goal is to work with youth BEFORE they ‘‘act out’”’ in the community. 
Our primary focus, therefore, also involves the PREVENTION of delin- 
quency. The reduction in police referrals and the increase in self-referrals 
suggests the preventative approach is working! In the coming months, we 
plan to repeat some of the successful programs and develop new ones as well, 
each aimed at helping youngsters develop into responsible young adults. 


We would like to express our thanks to the office of the Board of Select- 
men and Budget Committee for their understanding and cooperation during 
the laborious task of ‘‘separating’’ YAP from the towns. As an independent 
agency, we will continue to provide effective services to the youth (and 
parents) of Northfield, Sanbornton, and Tilton. Yet, we do so with the in- 
tention of relieving, as much as possible, the financial burden on the tax- 
paying citizens of all three communities. It is our hope that the combination 
of funding by the towns and contributions from the private sector will permit 
YAP to expand its diversion and prevention programs. The Youth Assist- 
ance Program, now in its seventh year, has operated and will continue to 
operate with the philosophy that ‘‘the future of these communities is directly 
related to the ‘outcome’ of our youth.’’
